I stressed the likelihood that Ambassador McClintock on his 
return here late today would undoubtedly want further to talk 
with the Foreign Minister and probably with the president and 
that I was acting in accordance with Washington instructions 
to insure that the Argentine officials had adequate prior 
knowledge of events. 

Foreign Minister asked me to mark his words: ,f We will give 
you all support necessary. This is a battle of the free 
world." I, impressed, thanked him. 
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
